fing ; for we had not a Reception to our expeCtation, being only 
omplemented by the Militia of Leith, and this City, which were 
frawn up between Lerth and the 4bby ; Indeed our faſtfriends did 
heir beſt to have a better reſpect paid to their Highneſſes, and cited 
he Gentry of 8 Southern Shires to attend them, and at leaſt forty 
entiemen came 1n to congratulate our Arrival; And we are told at 
ur entering Holy-700d-houſe, that many more had Complemented 
#5 Highneſs with their Preſence, but that it hath been maliti- 
[fully reported, that He intends to preſs on ſomething about the 
ilitia of this Kingdom, to which many of the Gentry do manifeſt 
treat averſion ; But that is not all, for we found an unlucky rumour 
here that his Highneſs is accuſed of ſomething of an high nature in 
your Parliament; And though weare no way thoughtful about that, 
we do find, that even the Report (though falſe,) doth unſpeakably 
 diſs-ſcrve his Highneſs, and that he will meet with rudeneſs from 
theſe falſe People if his treatment at Londoy be contrary to our ex- 
pectarion, Weare not ſo well accommodated as at S. Fames s; and 
yet whatever the matter is, we do rather dread then deſire to return 
to you; So that ſomtimes I fear things are worſe than we are per- 
ſwaded to believe, and that we ſhall not ſee you whilſt the Pazlia- 
ment ſits. I was willing to tell you thus much, becauſe 1 believe you 
will not be told it in your Gazet : Let me know what the terrible 
Men at Weſtminſter are Acting, and what you think of our Caſe ;
